CHAPTER T. 

OP THE APPLICATTOX OF THE CRIMINAL 
cam IX G£NKliAL. 



This law U applicable to persons who 
have committed offences within the Em* 

pire, irrespective of who the perpetrator 
may he. 

The law is also applicable to perBons 
who have committed offences on board 
Japanese ships outside the Empire.

This law is applicable, irrespeciiTe of 

who the perpetrator may be, to persons 

who have eonifnitted the following offences 
oiUside the Emj>ire:— 

1. Offences specified in Articles 7t\ to 7r>; 

2. Offences specified in Articles 77 to 70; 
OfTences specified in Articles 81 to 89; 
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4. Offences s]"»ocifie<l in Article 148, and 
attempted (but not consummated) in- 
fractions of the Baid Article; 

5. Offences specified in Articles 154, 
156, 157, and 158; 

6. Offences specified in Articles 162 and 
163; 

7. Offences specified in Articles 1(11 to 
1 (')(>, and attoinptcd (hut not consum- 
mated) infractions of J*ar. 2 of Article 
1G4, Par. 2 of Article IGii, and Par. 2 
of Article 166. 

8. 

This law is applicable to JapaneRe Sub- 
jects wlio liave committed the following 
offence? outside the Empire:- 

1. Offences specified in Article 108, and 
Par. 1 of Article 109, and offences 
which are to be decided in accordance 

with the rules of Article 108 and Par. 
1 of Article 109, and attempted (but 
not consummated) connnittal of these 
offences; 

2. Offences specified in Article 119; 

3. Offences specified in Articles 159 to 
161; 

4. Offences specified in Article 167, and 
attempted (but not conBummated) in- 
fractions of Par. 2 of tlicsame Article: 

6. Offences specilieil in Articles 176 to 

179, Article 181, and Article 184; 
6, Offences specified ip Articles 199 and

This law also applies to foreigners who 
have committed offences mentioned in the 
preceding paragraph against Japanese J^ub- 

jccts outside the Empire. 

4. 

Tliib law is applicable to meniberss of the 
Imperial Public Services who have com- 
mitted the following offences outside the 
Kmpire:^ 

4. Offences specified in Article 101 , and 
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attempted (but not coDBUtu mated) 
committal of these offences; 

2. Offences specified in Article 156; 

3. Offences specified in Article 193, Par. 
2 of Article 195, and Article 197; and 
the ufience of caus^ing death or wounds 
by reason of committing the offences 
specified in Par. 2 ol Article 195, 

5. 

Even though the case may have been 

adjudicated upon in a foreign country and 
a final and conclusive judgment rendered 
in respect to same, thie shall be no bar to 
the institution of entirely new proceedings 
and the infliction of punishment for the 
same act (in Japan). If, howeveri the 
offender has already undergone the punish* 
ment to which he was sentenced in a for- 
eign country, or any portion thereof, the 
Court may either reduce the penalty or 
remit the execution thereof. 

6. 

If subsequent to the committal of an 
offence the pnnishnicnt should be altered 
by (a new) law, the milder penalty (of the 
two laws) shall be applicable to such 
oSence. 

7. 

The expression " Members of the public 

services " in this law includes Uovcrnment 
ollitialH, public otiicials, members of con- 
fcrenccb or deliberative asbciu biles and 
deputies, members of committees and other 



persoua holding ollicu who arc uiigaged m 
public aifairs in accordance witii laws and 
ordinances. 

The expression Public OiKces " means 
places where members of the public services 
perform their functions. 

8. 

The general provisions of this law are 
also applicable to the penalties determined 
by other law?, except such laws contain 
special provisions.

OF PEilALTIES. 



9. 

The principal penalties are death, penal 
servitude, imprisonment, fine, detention 
and police fine, while confiscation is an 
accessory penalty* 

10. 

The degree of gravity of the principal 
penalties is in such order as mentioned in 
the preceding Article, with the exception 
that peri^etual imprisonment is more 

serious than limited penal servitude, and 
that litiiited imprisonment is more serious 
than limited penal servitude when the 
maximum of the former penalty is longer 
than twice that of the latter penalty* 
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With regard to the b«ue claat uf |H;iial- 
ties, the one which in its maximnm is of 

either a longer term or a greater aiiKtimt 
shall be considered as more serioun. If 
the maximum terms or amounts of tiie two 
cases are the same, the one which is of 
eitlier a longer term or a greater amount 
in its minimum shall be considered as 
more serious. 

W ith regard to two or more than two 
deatii penalties, or with regard to pcnaltieti 
of the same class whose maximum and 
minimum terms or amounts are the same, 
the degree of gravity shall be determined 
according to* the ctreumstanoes of the 
infractions. 

11. 

The penalty ui Ueulli biiuU be executed 
by hanging in the interior of a gaol. 

A person who has beun sentenced to 
death shall be detain^ in a gaol until he 
shall be executed. 

12. 

Penal servitude is either perpetual or 
limited; limited penal servitude shall ex- 
tend over a i)eriod of not less tlian one 
month and not exceeding fifteen years. 

Persons condemned to {^nal servitude 
shall be detained in a gaol and subjected to 
forced labour determined by the regulations. 

13. 

lujprifcionment is either ])erpetual or 
limited j limited impritsoumeiit ehuU extend 
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ovor a period of not less than one month 

and not exceeding fifteen years. 

Persons condemned to imprisonment 
shall be detained in a gaol. 

14, 

In case of* limited penal servitude or 
imprisonment being increased (in severity) 
the term may be extended up to twenty 

years, and in case of their being decreased 
both penal servitude and impriBonnient 
may be lowered to a term of less than one 
month. 

15. 

Fines . (bakkin) ahall be twenty yen 
or upwards, but in eaise of their being re- 
duced the amount may be lowered to a sum 
less than twenty yen. 

16. 

Detention shall extend over a period of 
not less than one day and less than thirty 
days and the perpon detained shall bo 
coniined in a house of detention. 

17. 

Police fines {hoaryo) shall he ten sen 
and upwards, but shall be less than twenty 

yen. 

Person who are unable to pay their fines 

ill full sliiiU 1)0 detained in a labour es- 
tablishment {rn-rki'jn) for a period of not 
less than one day and not exceeding one 
year. 

Persons who are unable to pay their 
police fines In full shuH be detained in a 
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labour estahtisbinent for n. period of hot 

IcHs than one day and not exceeding thirty 
days. 

£«ven in cases whore several j)olice fines 
have been inflicted together, the term ol 
detention ehall not exceed sixty days. 

The Ck>urt when pronouncing sentence 
inflicting either a fine or police flne shall, 
ut the Bamc Lime, fix the alternative ti iin 
of detention should payment of such line 
or police fine not be made in full. 

Detention may not, unless with the con- 
sent of the condemned, be enforced within 
thirty days in respect to fines and within 
ten days in respect to police fine from 
the time at which judgment has become 
final and conclusive. 

When persons who have been sentenced 
to a flne ox police fine have paid a portion 
of the same, they, shall be detained for 
the term specified in the judgment in lieu 
of fine or police fine, less such number of 
days as may correspond to the amount 
of money already paid, calculated in the 
proportion between the entire fine or j)olice 
fine and the full period of (alternative) 
detention. 

If during detention the fine or police fine 
be paid, the payment shall be applied to 
the remaining number of days in the pro- 
portion specified in the foregoing para- 
graph. 

A mm of money less than the amount . 
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comsponding to one da.y'» detention may 
not be paid. 

19. 

The following articles may be con- 
fiflcated:-* 

1. Objects which have constituted the 
criminal act; 

2. Objects which have contributed to 
the criminal act, or which it was 
attempted to famish for use in com- 
mitting the offence; 

Objects originating from, or acquired 
by means of, a criminal act. 
Articles may be confiscated only if they 
do not belong to persons other tiian tlie 
offenders. 

20. 

In connection w^tb an offence punishable 
only by detention or pblice fine, confisca- 
tion may not he enfohsed' unless in virtue 
of a special provision of the law; but this 
does not apply to the confiscation of ob- 
jects mentioned in No. 1 of Par. 1 of the 
preceding Article. 

2i: 

Either the whole or a portion of the 
number of days of detention pending trial 
may be reckoned in the principal penalty.

The fliys fhiring which the accused hnR 
not been imprisoned,, even after Uie judg- 
aaent iias become irrevocable^ are not to lie 
reolconed (for him) in the duration of the 
penalty.

The day on which the penalty has 
begun to be executed is reclconed as an 
entire day, whatever the number el tlie 
Jionre may have been. Tlit same i« 
applicable to the lirst day oi the term of 
prescription. 

Tiiberation is effected on the day follow- 
ing the last day of the duration of a 
penalty.

When the following persons have been 
sentenced to- less than, two years' penal 
servitude or imprtsonment, thct execution >f 
their sentences • may, acoording to the 

circumetances of their respective cases, be 
budpended during a period of time of not 
less than oik year and not exceeding tive 
years from the day on which judgment 
has become irrevocable: — 

1. Persons who have never been pre- 
viously condemned to imprisonment 
or graver penaltbs; 

2. PersoHb who, while they have been 
punished by iniprisonuiunt or graver 
})ena]tics, have not been again con- 
demned to imprisonment br graver 
penalties during seven years frorti the 
day 0frwhteh*'th9nsxee«tion of the 
fonuer ^^nalty was either completed 
or remitted.' 

26. 

Sentences suspending execution of penal- 
ties shall be cancelled In the following 

cases: — 

1. Ill case a I'uillier offeucf ha.-, bt't;n 
comuiittctl within the term of suspen- 
aioiii and tbu oheiider hd^ bueu sen- 
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toiicud tu imprisouiuuiit or gravt^r 

penalty ; 

2. In case the olffender has been seu- 
tenced to imprisonment or graver 
penalty relative to a certain other 
offence committed prior to the sen- 
tence suspending execution of penalty; 

i>. la case (with the exception of personti 
mentioned in No. 2 of the preceding 
Article) it is discovered, that tlie 
offender has been sentenced to im* 
prisonment or a graver penalty rela- 
tive to some other offence committed 
prior to the sentence suspending the 
execution of the penalty. 

27. 

Wb^p ^tbe term of suspension ol execu* 
ting the penalty has fully elapsed without 
the sentence being cancelled, the judgment 
inflicting the penalty wilt become null and 

void.

CHAPTER V. 



PBOVI8IONAL LIBERATION. 



28. 

In the case of persons who huvc been 
sentenced to penal servitude or imprison- 
ment, should they show signs of reforuia- 
tibn (have an appearance of amendment), 
a Ucket-of4eave may be granted to them 
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by ail udiniiiistniiive measure ufier tbe 
lapee oi one-third of the whole term of a 
limited penalty, or of 10 years of a 
perpetual penalty. 

Release on ticket-oMeave may be can- 
celled in the following cases:— 

1. When persons, during the term of 
their liberation on a ticket-oMeave, 
have oommitted a farther offence and 
have been sentenced to a fine or graver 
penalty; 

2* When the condemned has been aeii- 
tenced to a fine or graver penalty in 
regard to another offence conrimitted 
prior to his being released on ticket-of- 
leave; 

3. When persons who have been sen- 

' tenced to a fine or p^raver penalty on 
account of other otfcnces committed 
prior to their temporary liberation on 
ticketH>i-leave are to undergo the ex- 
ecution of 8uch{ penalty; 

4. In case of any infringement of the 
regulations tel*ting to the control of 
persons liberated on ticket-of-leave. 

Ill cage a release on ticket-of-leave 
has been cancelled, the number of 
days during which, the condemned has 
been out of prison on such ticket-of- 
leave shall not be reckoned (for his 
benefit) in calculating the terms of the 
peiuilty. 
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30. 

PeriionB who have' been sentenced iu de- 
tention; may, ai any tioie, i^c'doMihg 'to 
the'6iH:uil&litance8 of Hhe 'caBe/lie gr4nt4il 
provisional liberation by an adminifiti'dllVe

CHAPTEIl VI. 

PRB9GBIFnON. 

Sir- 
Persons who have been sentenced to a 
penalty may have the execution of such 
sentence remitted by virtue ot prescription. 

Prescription is acquired by condemned 
person's who have evaded th^ execiition of 
their penalties' 'during the folloWihg re- 
spective ierins calctrt'aied fro^^'th^'time at 
Wliich judgment has become irrevocable:— 

1. 30 years for a capital penalty;' 

2. 20 years for perpetual penal servitude 
or perpetual imprisonment; 

3* 15 years 'for limited penal servitude 
or limited fm^risdDment'6f nj^wards of 
10' years: 10 yean for liiAifed penal 
servitude or Itanted- imprisonment of 
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11] I wards of 3 j'ears: 5 years for limited 
penal servitude or limited imprison* 
■ ment of less than 3 years; 

4, 3 years fpr fine^; , 

5. l. y^r iqj detention, police fine, or 
confiscation. 

33. 

. Pre^criptioiv does nrit run within the 
ierii) during .vvbi9h thp expcution of penalty 
h/fi^.b^en Bpspentjed or stuyecl in accortl- 
ance witli Laws and Ordinances. 

Pfi^ription is interrupted by, tlie ajrrest 
pi the condemned for the pprpoee of en- 
forcing the execi^tioii of tlie penalty. 

With regard to line, [>olice fine, or ooa- 
iiscation, prescription is interrupted by an 
act executory of the penalty. 



CHAPTER VII. 



KON-CONSTITUENCy OF OFFENCEH, AND 



.Acts. perfor,inoid in accordance, with the 
iiaws and Ordinances, or in carrying on 

one's lawiiii and proj>er business, arc not 
punishable. 

... Actb' perfofinfKi Qnder th^ sticks qf un* 
avoidable necessity, in order to protect tlie 
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rights of one^s eelf or those of othem 

against imminent And improper attack and 

in jury, fire not punishable. 

If the act has exceeded the limit?? of 
defence, the penalty may be either lowered 
or entirely remitted according to the cir- 
cumstances of the case. 

37. 

With regard to acts performed under tli'^ 
Btress of unavoidable necessity, for the 
purj^ose of saving from immediate danger 
the life, person, liberty, or property of 
oneself or another, if the injury occasioned 
by the said acts is not graver in degree 
than that which it was endeavoured to 
avoid, such acts aie not punishable; and if 
the degree of injury caused is greater, tlio 
penalty may be either lowered or remitted 
according to the circumstances of the case. 

The provisions of the preceding para* 
graph are not applicable to persons who 
have special duties (obligations) appertain* 
ing to their calling. 

88. 

There is exemption from penalty when 
the accused has not had the intention of 
committing an infraction, save in cases de- 
termined by special provisions of the law. 

Persons who at the time of committing 
offences were unaware of the gravity 
thereof cannot be sentenced to the heaviest 
penalty. * • 

Ignorance of tUe law'C^unot be -iavoke4 
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to establish absence of design (intention), 
but the penalty may be lowered according 
to the cilcuinstances of the case. 

39. 

Acts committed owing to insanity shall 
nol be punished. 

With regard to acts committed by weak- 
minded persons the penalty is to be reduced. 

40. 

Acts of deaf mutes shall either not be 
punished, or the punishment shall be 
lowered. 

41. 

The acts of infants under the age of 
fourteen years shall not be punishable. 

42. 

The penalty may be lowered wlien the 
offender has denounced himself to the 
authorities prior to their obtaining official 
oongnizance of the act 

The same is applicable If the offender 
denounces himself to the injured party in 
cases where the complaint of tlie injured 
party should be awaited before oiTicial 
action is taken. 
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CHAPTER VIII, 



OF INFKAGTIONS NOT CONSUMMATED. 



48. • 

When the execution of an offence has 
been actually commenced, but has not 
been consummated, the penalty may be 
lowered. In case the execution of the 
offence has b^en abandoned by the per- 
son's own wi]l, the penalty will be either 
reduced or remitted. 

44. 

Cases where infractions not consum- 
mated are punishable are specififd in the 
respective Articles dealing with each par- 
ticular offence.

Several infractions in rcfpect to which 
irrevocable judgment has not yet been ren- 
dered, shall be deemed concurrent offences* 

Bhonld irrevocable judgment have been 

rendered with re^^ard to one infraction, then 
only that particular infraction, and the of- 
fence (s) committed prior to such irre- 
vocable judgment having been rendered^ 
shall be considered a^ concurrent offepcefi. 
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46. 

If auiong concurrent offences one is 
puni^iiable by death, the penalties for the 
other offences (with the exception of coniis* 
.cation) shall not be imposed. 

If one of the offences is punishable by 
perpetual penal servitude, or perpetual 
imprisonment, the penalties for the other 
offences (w iLli the exception of fine, police 
fine, or confiscation) shall not be imposed. 

47. 

When there are upwards of two concur- 
rent offences punishable by limited penal 

servitude or imprisonment, the maximum 
term shall be that of the penalty for the 
most serious of the oflences increased by 
one-half. The maximum term shall not 
exceed the total accumulative term of all 
the various and several inflictable penalties 
added together. 

Fines and other penalties dniU be con- 
currently injposed, exoei)L in the case pro- 
vided for in the hrst paragraph of Article 
46. 

When two or more than two fines are 
im,|)OBed, tte total .imount of such fines 
stiall be less than the total ol all the fines 

imposable for each offence. 

49. 

Even though there, be no confiscation 
attached to the fi^ravest of the concurrent 
. offences, should confiscation be an accessory 



peDalty to any of tiie other affenceb it 
may be inflicted additionally. 

Should there be two or more than two 
ooncurreni iQstanoee of confiscation, such 
confiscation shall be imposed concurrently. 

60. 

When among concurrent crimes one (or 
mort;) liaa bcuii adjudicated U]iuii, and the 
other not yet tried, the ort liu u not yet ad- 
judicated upon siiali be iurther tried and 
decided. 

61. 

When two or more than two judgments 
huve been rendered with reference to con- 
current offences, the penalties shall be 

concurrently imposed and executed. But, 
when the death penalty should be execu- 
ted, other penalties (with the exception of 
confiscation) shall not be enforced. When 
one of the offences is punishable by per* 
petual penal servitude or imprisonment, 
other penalties (with the exception of 
fine, police line, and conliscation) iiiiall not 
be enforced. With regard to the enforce- 
ment of the penalties of limited penal 
servitude or imprisonment, the longer term 
, imposable in respect to the most serious 
crimes may not bo augmented by more than 
half such longer term. 

52. 

WJicn a person has been dealt with in 
.iC8])ect to concurrent of fences and been 
pardoned with regard to one of them by 
reason of an amnesty, the penalty shall be 
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B|)ecially determined with reference to the 
other offenee (or offences) not included In 
sucli amnesty. 

53. 

Detention or police iiiiu almli be im- 
posed coucurreqtly with other penalties, 
except in such cases as are provided for 
in Article 46. 

Two or more than two instances of deten- 
tion or police fine shall be imposed con* 
currently. 

54. 

In case an individual act is one involving 
several offences, or an act which is a means 
of committing an offence or a result of such 
offenee constitutes another offence, the 
most serious of the inflictahle penalties 
shall be imposed. 

The provisions of the second paragraph 
of Article 49 are applicable in the cases 
contemplated in the preceding paragraph. 

65. 

In cases where several successive acts all 
coniititute the same offence, such cun- 
secntivo acl^j nliall be dealt with as forming 
one offence. 
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CHAPTER X. 



OF TJLB KKPETITION OF Oi' J« JaiNCiiS. 

56. 

W'lien a person iy sentenced to penal 
'8(M*vitude and witliin live years from the 
day on which the execution of the penalty 
ceased, or wae reuiitted, he again commits 
* another offence punishable by limited penal 
servitude, such offence shall be considered 
as a ** repeated offence*' (sauhan). 

The same is applicable in cases where a 
person who has been sentenced to death 
owing to his committal of an offence 
simihir in nature to one which is punish- 
' able by penal servitude, and within the 
term specified in the preceding paragraph , 
calculated from the day on which the 
execution of the penalty was remitted, or 
(in case the penalty was lowered on ac- 
count of commutation) the execution of 
penal servitude was either completed or 
remitted, he again commits another offence 
punishable by limited penal servitude. 

When a person has been sentenced with 
regard to concurrent offences among which 
there is an infraction punishable by 
penal servitude, he shall be deemed ae 
condemned to penal servitude with refer- 
ence to the application oi the provisions 
re repeated offences/' even though such 
infraction may not constitute the most 
serious one of the concurrent offencei* 
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ni. 

The penalty for '^repeated offences** 
shall not exceed doable the maximum 
term of x)enal servitude specified in respect 
to each such particular penalty. 

58. 

When, after a judgment has become 
irrevocable, it is discovered that the person 
is one who has committed a "repeated 
offence/' the penalty to be augmented 
shall be determined in accordance with the 
provisions of the preceding Article. 

The provigions of the preceding Article 
are not ai>i)licable to a perf-on who lias 
been discovered after having either under- 
gone execution of penal servitude or hav 
ing had the punishment remitted. 

59. 

The provisions re ** repeated offences" 

arc likewiBe applicable oven in the case of 
ptrsoiLs who have committed infraction? 
three times or more. 



CHAPTEIl XI. 

OF C0<IPEKAT10N OF SEVERAL PKKSONS 
IN TJIK 8AMK OFFEKCK. 

60. 

When two or more j^crsons have united 
in the actual commission of an offence 
they shall all he regarded as principal^, 
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61. 

Persone who have instigated others and 
actually caused the commiBsion of an 
offence shall be treated as principals. 

The same is applicable in the case of 
persons who have instigated other instiga- 
tors. 

Persons who iiave assisted principal 
offenders shall be regarded as accomplices. 

Persons who have instigated accomplices 
shall be. treated as accomplices. 

63. 

As regards the punishment of accom- 
plices, the penalties imposable upon princi- 
pals shall be inflicted in a mitigated form. 

64. 

In case of an offence punishable only by 
detention or police fine, neither instigators 
nor accomplices are punishable except by 
virtue of a special provision of the law. 

65. 

When persons wlio have been participat- 
ors in an act which constitutes an offence 
by reason of the social status of the prin* 
cipal offender, they shall be regarded as 
joint offenders, even though their relative 
social positions may not be identical. 

When the severity of a penalty is spe- 
cially determined according to the social 
Status or rank of the offender, the ordinary 
penalty shall be inflicted on the perron 
not possessing such social status or rank.

OF EXTJ-INUATING ClfkOUMSTANCKS. 



66; 

When extenuating eircnmstances exist 
in favour oi an offender, they mnv be 
considered, and the penally redueeil ac- 
cordingly. 

67. 

Even in caBes where the deterniineft 
the lowering or raising of penaltieB» ez« 
tenuating circonwtances may still be taken 
into consideration and the penalty further 

reduced. 



CHAPTKR XIII. 



OF THE AGGRAVATION AND CX)AIMUTA- 
TION OF PEI«AI.Ti£S. 



6S* 

When there exists one or more legal 
causes for mitigating penalties, the follow* 
ing rules shall govern:— 

1. When the punishment of death is to 

be mitigated it shall be commuted to 
penal servHude or iiupriEonment, 
either perpeUial or for a period of not 
less than ten years; 

2. When the punishment or perpetual 
penal servitude or imprisonment is to 
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be miliKAted, it shall be commiited 
either to limited penal servitiideor
